It is the theory 
of the police, based on the Whitney 
report, that after the unsuccessful 
operation a drug was administered to 
restore consciousness after a period 
of insensibility, and that the girl died 
after the administration of this drug.-

with the exception of one arm that 
looked as if she had been held by a 
strong hand when possibly she was 
making a hard but ineffectual light for 
her life.
